TUB LEGISLATURE AND THE CON- 


VENTION. 


Tfce report of the Special Committee ap- 


pointed by the Legislature to canvass the 
vote for a Constitutional Convention indi- 
cates that tbe appointing power kuew IIB 
men, and the action of the Senate denotes 
that a majority of tbe members of that 
body have a higher regird for the bossss 
than for their official oath or thu will of 
their constituents. 
One of the pretexts of 


the Special Committee for reporting against 
a Convention waa that the Legislature of 
1880 made no provision for printing bal- 
lots or counting the votes for and ag-iinat a 
Constitutional Convention. This ia simply 
tbe plea of pettifoggers. Tbe Constitution, 
Article XVI, Section 2, Rays: 


" If at uny time two-thirds of the mem- 


bars elected to each house, shall determine 
that it is necessary to cause a revision of 
this entire Constitution, they shall recom- 
mend to the electors, at tbe next election 
for members of tbe Legislature, to vote for 
or against a Convxutiou ; an.1 If it shall 
appttf.r that a majority of t'ae electors vot- 
ing at Bcob election Hball have voted in 
favor of calling a Cou»eution, the Legisla- 
ture shall, at its next session, provide by 
law for calling a Convention, to be held 
within six months after the passage of snob 
law." 


Two-thirds of the members of the Legis- 


lature of 1839 did determine that it was 
necessary to revise the Constitution and 
recommended to tbe electors at the elec- 
tion for mtiubera of the Legislature in 
1890 to vota for or Hgmnst such a Conven- 
tion, The Electors did so vote, and it ap- 
pears from the ounvass of the vota made 
by the Senate that a majority of the elect- 
or* voting at that election voted in favor of 
calling a Convention. 
The language of (be 


Oonstitntion as to tbe duty of thu Legisla- 
ture under snob circumstances is so plain 
that it is difflont to vmJerstiod how even 
the members, who read it through tbe 
glaa^pa of thu bosses, can misunderstand it. 
Must the expressed will of the majority of 
the electors ol tbe State be disregarded De- 
causa of tha ignorance or carelessness of 
BO one Coacty Clerk and tbe bosses so de- 
cree? 
Is the Legislature a higher and 


greater power than tbe people, that it can 
ignore a piuio provision of the Constiiu 
tion? 
Have the members uo regaid for 


tbe sanctity of ths oath which they have 
tnkou ? 
Or has it come to this in Nevada, 


that tbe bosses o.iu absolve them from 
their pledges to tbe people and their sworn 
obligation to uphold tbe Constitution ? No 
member of tbe Ls^isluture of Nevada, who 
can r^ait the pl»in Uugu-igo of thu Consti- 
tntiou aad nas oufficient' intelligence to 
comprehend it, can fail to understand his 
duty regarding a Constitutional Conven- 
tion, wnich ia to provide for holding it aa 
directed by tha Constitution.

The Silver State says of the Hntohlngs- 


Tbies antimony mine, which is situated 
twelve miles east of Lovelocks: The shaft 
ia 130 feet deep and the lead at the bottom

.13 inches of ore. This is probably the 
only antimony vein in the country, and 
will average 
from 57% to 62 per cent.

tax-pavers of the State, and of \Vashoe 
connty in particular. 


Resolved, That each representative iu the 


Senate and Assembly be furnished with a 
copy of this resolution.

breach iu favor of tbe resolution. The 
distinguished member from Wasboe de 
cUred that the property of the State ought 
to be assessed at $100,000,000 instead of 
$24,000,000, and even then injustice wonld 
ba bound to ba done. In a forcible argu- 
ment, backed with quite an array ol 
flgures, showing that Washoe's Assemblman 
bad carefully studied tbe subject, Mr 
Thompson declared that as a county or 
State we cannot do busineas or invite bus 
ness and immigration where tbe tax is more 
than tbe current rate on money. "If," 
declared Mr, Thompson, " tbe property 
brooghout tbe State was equally assessed, 
even at 35 or 40 per cent., it wonld make a 
difference that would bu keenly felt in the 
po kst of every tax payer and to his ad- 
vantage, and we could make a show. Ho 
me wants to locate in Nevada or in Wasboe 
touoty when the tax levy ia uncertain. As 
u is Washoe county pays nearly double— 
lor State 90 cents on the $100 and for 
jaunty 95 cents—a total of $1 85. Count- 
ng up and figuring upon the aggreg»to 
wealth of tbe State,as shown by the aasess- 
uent rolls of the various counties, Waanoe 
pays nearly doable more than any otber 
county.

Chicago's Steel Steamships. 


Two twin, steel steamships Btand on 


the stocks at the yards of tho Chicago 
Shipbuilding company at Soath Chicago. 
They are nearly ready to be launched 
into the Calumet river. These 1,000-ton- 
ners are being built for the Minnesota 
Steamship company. As the first steel 
vessels built so far west as Chicago they 
are of special interest. They represent 
the first season's successful work of a 
pioneer shipbuilding company. The ves- 
sel?, as they now stand, are 308 teet in 
length over all, with a keel of 292 feet. 
The beam is 40 feet and the depth 23 
feet. At present they do not contain ;. 
single stick of timber. The main deck, 
however, will be floored with lumber 
and the hold ceiled with the same mate- 
rial. The vessels, when complete, will 
have cost .$210,000. The carrying capac- 
ity of each will bo 2,500 tons. They are 
being fitted for the Lake Superior iron 
trade.—Chicago Tribune.
